You say "on and after 
March 1st all druggists and those who 
sell narcotic drugs." 


This law covers the sale or giving 
away of narcotic 
drugs by anyone, 
either druggist, physician or veterin- 
ary. To druggists, as a retail druggist, 
he must register in two ways. 1st, as 
a retail dealer in order he may dis- 
pense the proscribed drugs, on a pre- 
scription. 2nd, as a wholesale dealer 
in order he may sell to a physician or 
other licensed person. 
If a druggist 
has more than one store he must pro- 
cure a license for each store. It is 
not only the druggist who has to reg- 
ster in a dual capacity, but the dis- 
pensing physlcoian must register sep-. 
arately as a physician and as a dealer 
The 1st of

physician and veterinary must make
